The patients who have 
been recorded as cured were taken in 
hand when the disease was in its pri¬ 
mal stages. They were treated at the 
hospital, but were allowed to live at 
their homes. They had merely to 
visit the hospital for examination and 
graded nourishment. Their diet was 
carefully arranged and their dwellings 
were kept perfectly ventilated. 

l)r. Roosa, president of the hospital 
staff, is enthusiastic over the success 
of the system.

“Out of approximately *250 patients 
about fifty have been thoroughly cur¬ 
ed of consumption.

Dr. Spitzka of Columbia University Takes 
Issue With Italian Scientist. 

I 

l Philadelphia.—That “Lomnroso is h 
faker” was said ot the Italian whom 
most scientists have heretofore re¬ 
garded as tho foremost criminologist j 
of his age by Edward Anthony Spitz¬ 
ka of Columbia University, who is at 
tending the association for the ad¬ 
vancement of science at the Universi¬ 
ty of Pennsylvania. Dr. Spitzka used 
the word “faker” boldly in an inter¬ 
view just before lie arose before the 
Anthropometric Society, where he: 
produced his demonstrations, con¬ 
demning the whole of Lombroso’s 
theory of the criminal type of brains j 
and certain false diagrams of the as¬ 
sassin’s brain. 

Equally as startling as Ids assertion 
that the potentiality of the brain is 
not determined by the amount of 
: gray matter, but by the health of the 
corpsus collisum, the switchboard of 
the brain connecting the gray matter, 
was his declaration that the criminal 
brain is no different from that of the 
normal one. There are no criminal 
brains, is his assertion.

a»nns of sudden and violent death. 


In other words, while we demand skill 
and care in making, bottling, labeling, 
prescribing and selling certain strenu¬ 
ous alkalis, adds and drugs that have 
a specific effect on the functioning of 
various organs, we will sell to any¬ 
body a gun, pistor. a box of ammuni¬ 
tion. a ton of dynamite, a keg of pow¬ 
der. a bomb, a rocket, a dagger, any¬ 
thing in fact, wherewith the end of an 
enemy or a host of enemies can be se¬ 
cured. 

A magazine writer says the church 
Is in crying need of "business clergy¬ 
men." He explains that congregations 
of which he knows have grown from 
almost nothing to great size because of 
the business ability of the pnstors 
chosen to lend them. He thinks the 
influence of the church will wane and 
dwindle unless men fitted to deal with 
administrative and financial problems 
enter the ministry in large numbers.

In all our 
towns and cities there are more young 
women whom you would welcome to 
your homes as daughters-in-law than 
young men whom you would welcome 
as sons-in-law. There are reasons why 
Ibis is so, hut there is no excuse that 
it is so. There is nothing In the world 
so well worth looking after as the boy, 
and there Is no human being in the 
world so neglected. We have pro¬ 
vided litlle place, scant room for him. 
He is welcome to the home as a baby 
and he is welcome as a man. but there 
is little welcome for him as a boy. 
We chaperon our girls and carefully 
guard them against unworthy boys, 
but we leave the boy to choose for him¬ 
self his associates and his achieve¬ 
ments. We give him much sage ad¬ 
vice, perhaps, but little sympathetic 
guidance. The loneliest, most unloved 
human creature is the boy. Girls are 
naturally winsome, gentle, companion¬ 
able. They win their way in homes 
and hearts. But the boy, noisy, awk¬ 
ward. mischievous, is invited into few 
homes and feels none too much at 
home in his own. About the only door 
that swings with sure welcome to the 
hoys, about the only chair that Is 
shoved near the fire especially for the 
hoy, about the only place where he is 
sure of a cordial greeting—Is where he 
ought not to go. It is one of the hard¬ 
est things in the world to get hold of 
a boy—to get a sure grip on him. it 
is hard to win the companionship, the 
faith and confidence of your boy. He 
lias almost occult powers of observa¬ 
tion and conclusion. You think you 
know him through an occasional 
glance, but the chances are he knows 
you far better than you know him. He 
is hungry for companionship and he 
will have it. You can't chain him 
away from it. He wants the com¬ 
panionship of boys, and nothing will 
take its place. If the rime of selfish¬ 
ness has so Incased your heart that 
the joys and hopes of your boy cannot 
enter into it, the boy Is to be pitied, 
but so are you. Few fathers and sons 
are more than fairly Intimate acquaint¬ 
ances. It is always the father’s fault. 
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IVople go to the city to buy goods, 
thinking they can buy them cheaper. 
Ordinarily prices are higher In the city 
than In the country and the only rea¬ 
son tiie customer does not buy at home 
is because he thinks he can buy cheap¬ 
er in the city. It devolves upon the 
home merchant to obliterate that 
“think" by liberal advertising. 

A merchant In an Iowa town states 
that his advertising last year cost him 
54 cents for every $100 worth of goods 
sold. He used a hulf page for his 
business announcement each week and 
says that as long as people read news¬ 
papers he will advertise. There's a 
man possessed of a good head. Just 
as soon as merchants begin to look 
upon advertising as a branch of the 
business which requires as much care 
as any part of it, then will advertising 
pay. Honesty, force, originality and 
persistency In advertising make It a 
paying investment. 

An advertisement which Is so con¬ 
structed as to leave every reader who 
has taken the pains to go through it, 
satisfied that his time has not been 
wasted, even though he has no need of 
the particular thing advertised, is a 
good hid for publicity. An advertiser's 
offering should have enough thought 
and care and skill put on it to pay any¬ 
one for reading It whether he Is a 
customer or not. Advertisements 
should be Instructive, thought stimu¬ 
lating and newsy. It is worth some¬ 
thing of any man’s time to read any¬ 
thing iu a newspaper or periodical, and 
woe betide the newswriter or "ad.” 
man who does not keep this end con¬ 
stantly In view. Advertising doesn’t 
pay unless it gives the reader some¬ 
thing to pay him for the time h^ 
spends in perusing it.

QUEER THINQ8 TO EAT. 

What Was Served at the Table of a 
Loudon Kpicure. 

Here Is a typical Insect menu, of 
which no one need be afraid to par¬ 
take, since every item has been known 
and esteemed by insect enters for gen¬ 
erations past. It was served, not long 
ago, according to Pearson’s Weekly, 
at the table of a rich London epicure, 
who is also an enthusiastic advocate 
of an insectarlan dietary; Green cater¬ 
pillar soup, fried locust with wood¬ 
louse sauce, curried cockchafers, wasp 
grubs baked in the cornb, stag beetle 
larvae on toast, moths baked In hat¬ 
ter, deviled wireworuis, grasshoppers 
"au gratln.” 

The green caterpillars that compose 
the soup feed entirely upon vegetables, 
and mostly upon particular vegetables 
most relished by man, such as cab¬ 
bages and lettuce. 

In appearance the soup Itself Is not 
unlike clear turtle, while its flavor Is 
delicious. 

The locusts, which constitute the sec¬ 
ond course, have, as every one Is 
aware, been esteemed by gourmets the 
world over, and from the remotest 
antiquity. "Eat ye the locust after 
his kind,” was the biblical injunction; 
and John the Baptist is recorded as 
having lived for some considerable 
time upon “locusts and wild honey.” 

There are, of course, many ways of 
preparing them. They can be fried, 
after their legs and wings have been 
plucked off. which was, ns a matter 
of fact, the process adopted In this 
particular Instance. Or they may be 
powdered and baked Into cukes, or 
curried, or boiled, turning red, like 
lobsters, In the process. 

The woodlouse sauce, if properly 
made with fresh butter, flour, milk, 
pepper and salt, will be found fully 
equal to shrimp, which it much re¬ 
sembles In taste. Indeed, the wood¬ 
louse, although he lives ou land, is 
first cousin to that much reushed crust¬ 
acean. 

Cockchafers, curried or otherwise, 
are delicious if selected of a service¬ 


able size and plumpness. So, too, are 
their grubs, when full grown. They 
should then be at least two inches iu 
length and fat in proportion, and may 
be eaten uncooked, like oysters, or 
stewed iu milk. 

Perhaps, however, the most tooth¬ 
some of all insect delicacies is that 
which comes forth on our “menu of 
the day"—wasp grubs baked in the 
comb. These grubs have been fed by 
their parents on a saccharine fluid com¬ 
posed of fruit and vegetable juices 
and are simply tiny balls of sugary \ 
fat. possessing a flavor as exquisite as- 
it is unique. No one wlio has once 
tasted them will ever again be surpris-! 
ed at tiie preference shown by fish for 
this particular grub when used ns a ; 
bait. 

The stag beetle larva is, of course. | 
I identical with the cossus. which the 
old Homan epicures used to fatten for 
their tables upon flour and wine. The j 
sixth course should be served steam¬ 
ing hot, since there is no more ap¬ 
petizing odor than that emanating 
from a plump baked moth. 

Deviled wireworms are eaten in the 
form of a paste, spread upon sippets i 
of toasts, and taste not unlike an¬ 
chovies when treated ' similar fash¬ 
ion. 

WORDS AND THEIR USES. 

About 5,000 Only Are Used by Edu¬ 
cated People. 

No one can say how many words i 
there are iu the English language, be¬ 
cause there are so many words of 
doubtful standing, says the Springfield 
Republican, The Century dictionary 
contains about 225,000 words, and the j 
new edition of the Standard dictionary ! 
lays claim to over 300.000. Of these j 
many are obsolete, and many others 
are rarely used. Science has added 
a vast vocabulary of polysyllables that 
arp scientific formula rather than real 
words. They have no place in general 
literature. The ordinary English vo¬ 
cabulary may be said to contain from 
30,000 to 50,000 words, the latter esti¬ 
mate being large. No single writer of 
literature has used so many as the 
lower number named. 

Shakespeare, whose vocabulary Is 
larger than that of nny other English 
poet, unless It be Browning, used about 


JAPANESE DEMONSTRATE THE 

EFFICIENCY OF FIELD MORTARS. 
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HOW A MODERN MORTAR BATTERY WORKS. 

The mortar is a type of ordnance employed for high angle fire. It Is 
not as well proportioned or as graceful in its design as other forms of 
ordnance, being far too short for the size of its bore. The most modern 
product of American and English gnu builders Is more like the accepted 
notion of what a great gun should he. One of these monsters of civilized 
warfare exhibited at the Louisiana Pur -base Exposition Illustrated this grow¬ 
ing tendency of gunmakers to improve upon the mortar's proportions. In 
this unique demonstration of the methods and armament of seacoast defense 
the War Department furnished a well devised and adequate popular illus¬ 
tration of a subject which was not only necessarily unfamiliar to dwellers 
in the great Interior of the continent, but, because no person is ever permitted 
to examine the coast defenses themselves, was of equal educational service 
to visitors who live within sight of those carefully guarded earthworks. 

Although the United States has been foremost In Its employment or 
the mortar for coast defense, every seacoast approach in the country being 
provided with au elaborate system of mortar battery protection, England 
has not been laggard In the same direction. France, although she has for 
many years taken the lead in the manufacture of this type of ordnance, 
has been slow to adopt it for the defense of her seaboard. 

The use of field mortars has not yet been put to the actual test of 
modern battle conditions. It was the hope of military observers that the 
present conflict in Asia would serve as an experimental issue for field mor¬ 
tar warfare. Thai this exploitation of the gun was expected to take place 
may he accounted for by the fact that at the beginning of hostilities Russia 
led the world with a regularly organized and equipped division of twenty- 
four batteries, six mortals to a battery. That the anticipations of the foreign 
military observers in the field have not been realized Is explained by tha 
continuous retreat which the Russian land forces have been compelled to 
maintain. Contrary to the original expectation, it is now the Japanese that 
are likely to demonstrate the efficiency of the mortar as a field resource. 
With the almost incredible adaptation which they have shown In so many 
ways since the beginning of the war they have begun to turn the very 
weapons which were designed to assist in their overthrow against their 
would-be destroyers.
